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Better  to  further  the  conservation  programs  of  the  Nationa,!  Park 
Service  and  the  Grazing  Service,  and  to  coordinate  range  ,ina.nagei*.ent 
plans  with  reference  to  livestock  which  graze  part  time  in  grazing 
districts  and  part  time  in  reservations  under  the  jurisdiction^ of  the 
National  Park  Service,  Secretary  Ickes  has  approved  a  plan  designed 
to  protect  valuable  grazing  area.s  within  established  national  monu¬ 
ments  and  allow  an  orderly  approach  to  proper  land  utilization. 


Referring  to  the  memorandum  of  understanding  between  the  two 
Services,  which  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  on  Eebruary  19-^-0, 
Chief  of  Lands  Archie  E^^an  tells  us: 

•’By  provisions  of  this  memorand’*am  field  representatives 
of  both  Services  will  be  permitted  to  enter  into  local 
agreements  that  will  be  very  helpful  and  beneficial  to 
local  interests  and,  where  multiple  use  is  possible  on 
national  monuments,  proper  land  use  policies  will  be 
_  strengthened.  The  number  of  livestock  and  the  area  to 
"  be  grazed  will  be  determined  by  the  National  Park  Service, 


This  is  a  forward  step  in  the  stabilization  of  the  livestock 
indvistry  in  the  TIest,  as' well  as  a  safeguard  against  unlawRfL_  tres¬ 
pass  on  national  monument  areas  due  to  the  fact  that  livestock  pei- 
mitted  to  graze  in  the  adjoining  grazing  districts  are  often  xouna 
grazing  in  the  monument  areas  without  proper  permission. 


One  of  the  principal  areas  where  this  policy  will  operate  to  the 
advantage  of  the  stoclcmen  and  the  forage  resources  is  that  area  of 
grazing“land  in  the  Arizona  ’’strip”  country  which  embraces  the  Grand 
Canyon  National  Monument  and  Arizona  Grazing  Pistrict  Na.  1.

340  man-days  of  labor;  one  stock  corral  with  393  man-days;  camp  rca  s 
with  558  man-days;  '537  man-days  of  fire  fighting;  3,664  acres  o_  ro  en 
eradication  with  196  man-days;  and  several  portable  side^c^p  Duildii^s 
with  244  man-da,ys.

PROCESSOR  QUIZ,  CCC 

In  Arizona  where  the  second  consecutive  month  has  just  been  passed 
without  a  lost-time  accident,  there  has  been  instituted  at  camp^G-13^ 
by  Superintendent  Thompson,  the  safety  engineer,  and  safety  assistant 
to  the  superintendent,  a  new  wa^^  of  presenting  our  safeu/  pro^^r^*  .^-e 
new  scheme  evolves  around  a  contest  between  teams  of  lour  enrollees 
each  representing  each  work  crew  and  Army  overhead. 

All  men  in  camp  are  encouraged  to  stud;/  the  safety  regulations^  and 
submit  questions  for  use  in  the  contest.  The  questions  tnat  are  oUD  ^ 
mitted  during  the  week  are  typed  on  small  pieces  of  paper  and  placed  in 

a  hat . 

On  safety  meeting  night,  opposing  teams  are  seated  opposite  each 
other  at  a  table  in'  the  center  of  the  recreation  hall;  the  rcraainir^ 
enrollees  and  supervisory  personnel  are  seated  around  the. hall,  ^cn 
contestant  draws  a  question  from  the  nat  and  hands  it  to  the  sa  ®  ^ 
assistant  v.^ho  reads  it  aloud  so  that  all  present  may  hear,  ihe  question 
is  then  answered  by  the  contest  rant  drawing  it  from  the  hat.  Ix  le 
question  is  not  answered,  or  is  not  answered  correctly,  the  safety 
assistant  gives  the  correct  answer. 

The  Educational  Adviser  is  the  judge  and  each  contestant  scores 
according  to  the  correct  answers  he  is  able  to  give. 

Here  our  safety  program  is  being  presented  in  a  manner  that  is 
creating  much  interest  and  proving  very  successful^ because  the  enrollees 
themselves  ar-e  made  safety-conscious  by  participation  in  the  program.^ 

Ue  are  told  that  the  type  of  questions  submitted  indicates  every  man  in 
camp  is  thinking  about  safety.  The  resultant  contest  is  bo tn  entertain¬ 
ing  and  instructive. 

The  idea  of  Porfessor  Quiz,  CCC  has  been  passed  along  to  other  camps 
in  Arizona.  It  is  presented  here  with  the  thought  that  it  may  be  tried

It  was  good'to  hear  fro'm  Jerry,  however,  that  the  condition  of 
Federal  ranges  in  gra,zing  districts  in  Arizona  is  good  and  gives 
promise  for  the  best  forage  year  that  lias  been  experienced  for  at 
least  15  years.  On  the  low  desert  ranges  of  the  Kingma-n  district  the 
forage  growth  has  been  adequate  to  warrant  the  bringing  in  of  more 
than  8,000  head  of  Mexican  cattle.  Fart  of  these  will  be  removed  to 
feed  lots  and  packing  plants  about  the  first  of  June.  The.  local 
cattle  in  this  district  are  in  fine  shape,  short  yearlings  having 
attained  a  weight  of  from  550  to  600  pounds. 

A  material  improvement  in  range  conditions  over  two  years  ago 
was  also  noted  in  the  Safford  district.  The  range  in  this  district 
is  Bomev;hat  later  than  in  the  area  around  Kingman  and  the  spring 
growth  is  just  getting  a  start  but,  from  all  indica-tions,  there  will 
be  an  excellent  crop  of  foi-age  as  the  season  advances. 

Favorable  growing  conditions  are  unquestionably  responsible  for 
mach  of  the  improvement  of  these  ranges. '  We  cannot  overlook  the  fact, 
however,  that  the  control  of  range  use  and  good  range  management  plans 
ha.ve  played  a  part  in  bringing  about  the  generally  improved  range 
conditions.
